I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Twelfth  Annual  Report  upon  the 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December  1969# 

The  District  lies  mainly  to  the  south  of  Peterborough,  running 
across  the  County  from  east  to  west. 

The  main  industries  are  agriculture  and  brick-making;  thei*e  is 
also  engineering  and  a  tar  distillery.  There  are  three  poultry 
processing  premises  in  the  area*.  Many  people  who  live  in  the  area  find 
their  employment  in  Peterborough. 

The  Registrar  General  estimated  the  mid-year  population  of  the 
District  to  have  been  11,570;  this  represents  an  increase  of  300  since 
the  previous  year. 

There  were  192  live  births  during  the  year  28  less  than  during 
1968,  This  gives  a  crude  birth  rate  of  16,6  and  an  adjusted  rate  of 
16,1  per  thousand  persons.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  16.3  pen 
thousand.  There  were  8  illegitimate  live  births,  which  3?epresent  iS 
of  the  births.  The  illegitimate  live  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was 


There  were  3  infant  deaths  during  the  year,  giving  an  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  of  I6  per  thousand  live  births.  The  figure  for  England 
and  Wales  was  18, 

Ninety  one  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  50  males  and  4I 
females.  The  crude  death  rate  was  7.9  per  thousand,  and  when  adjusted 
it  became  10,1.  The  national  rate  was  11,9. 

Seventeen  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred  at  the  Harriers  and 
Beagles  Show  within  the  East  of  England  Show  in  July.  Fourteen  of  these 
were  admitted  to  Hospital  for  treatment.  The  cause  of  the  poisoning  was 
found  to  be  cold  chicken  which  had  become  contaminated.  The  intense 
heat  during  the  previous  night  and  on  the  day  in  question  undoubtedly 
contributed. 

There  ^^'as  little  infectious  disease  during  the  year,  the  most 
frequent  in  occurrence  being  Measles,  with  23  cases.  Measles  can  be  a 
most  unpleasant  disease  to  have,  and  it  is  somr-'-imes  followed  by  severe 
complications,  the  most  serious  being  Bronclis-  "J.  snia,  Middle  Ear 
Infection,  or  ulceration  of  the  Cornea,  the  t3:  v.  orcnt  "window^*  on  the 
front  of  the  eye,  which  causes  interference  wii,  Jr  ion.

There  is  now  a  satisfactory  vaccine  available  against  Measles  and 
I  strongly  recommend  parents  to  have  their  children  immunised. 

Six  cases  of  Acute  Meningitis  also  occurre*’.  This  disease  which 
can  be  caused  by  a  number  of  different  organism  has  only  recently  been 
made  notifiable.  These  cases  were  probably  due  to  a  vii^l  infection. 

Good  progress  was  again  made  in  the  clearance  ef  unfit  property. 

In  Farce t  37  dwellings  wore  completed  by  the  Coimcil  allowing  for  13 
Demolition  Orders  to  be  made. 

As  mentioned  in  the  Suivoyor’s  report  the  water  undertaking  was 
incorporated  into  the  South  Lincolnshire  Water  Board  in  October  1968, 

The  District  is  benefiting  considerably  as  the  result  of  the  Comprehensive 
Water  Improvement  Scheme  which  was  begun  by  our  Council  and  completed  by 
the  Water  Board  soon  after  the  take-over. 

Soil  drainage  schemes  for  the  sewering  of  the  villages  have 
progressed  steadily  throughout  recent  years  and  Elton,  Holme  and  Sibson- 
cum-^tibbington,  also  Alwalton  and  Chesterton  were  finished  during  the 
year.  As  the  result  of  the  public  enquiry  held  in  November  1968  pemission 
was  given  early  in  1969  for  us  to  proceed  with  the  drainage  of  Folksworth, 
This  was  a  most  welcome  decision,  and  it  is  hoped  that  work  v/ill  begin  on 
the  project  in  1970, 

I  wish  to  thank  the  'ombers  of  the  Council,  tlieir  Officers  and 
especially  Mr,  H,  E,  Reeve  who  is  this  year  giving  his  twentieth  Annual 
Report  to  the  Council  as  Surveyor  and  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  the 
members  of  the  Staff  and  my  Professional  Colleagues  in  the  District  for 
the  help  they  have  given  me  throughout  the  year.

The  figures  again  show  a  continuance  of  steady  completions  made 
possible  by  land  purchases  to  a  programme  prepared  some  years  ago. 

At  Royce  Road,  A.lwalton,  work  was  completed  on  the  Council 
House  section,  and  a  good  start  made  by  various  ovmers  on  the  private 
plots  at  the  Eastern  end. 

At  Farcet  24  Flats,  5  Bungalov;s  and  8  Houses  were  completed, 
being  the  second  stage  of  development  around  the  Church,  This  development 
made  it  possible  to  serve  useful  Demolition  and  Closing  Orders  and 
i\3-hou3e  the  tenants  of  the  houses  dealt  v/ith. 

Preparations  were  well  advanced  for  commencement  of  20  dwellings 
at  Stibbington,  giving  the  first  opportunity  in  this  village  to  deal 
with  low  grade  houses.  An  archealogical  dig  was  made  on  the  site  in 
April  1969,  many  interesting  finds  being  recorded  and  photographed. 

Further  work  was  done  by  the  Architects  on  layout  and  house  design 
ready  for  the  new  Council  estate  South  of  the  Church  at  Yaxley, 

Difficulties  with  acquisition  and  site  costs  may  delay  commencement  of 
building  on  this  attractive  site. 

The  Ministry  policy/-  of  requiring  a  justification  of  an  allocation 
of  houses  to  the  majority  being  for  the  needs  of  slum  clearance  and  the 
elderly,  v/as  altered  in  1969,  to  include  houses  for  general  need. 

The  erection  of  brick  garages  by  the  side  of  existing  Council 
houses  began  in  January  1969,  This  should  assist  in  preventing  the 
ovemight  parking  of  cars  on  highways,  which  has  become  an  unsightly 
nuisance  in  many  towns. 
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Work  Ox  installing  central  heating  in  existing  Council  houses 
continued.  52  oil  fired  and  6  electric  night-store  schemes  have  been 
completed  since  September  1967. 

HOUSING  ACTION  iUID  E-IPIf)VEi ilNT 


Thirtoen  Demolition  Orders  were  made  during  the  year,  all  being 
at  Farcet.  Thirty-one  houses  were  demolished,  18  being  the  result  of 
Demolition  Orders  and  13  for  other  reasons. 

Five  Closing  Orders  were  made. 

Applications  were  received  for  1  Discretionary  and  38  Standard 
Grants,  The  Housing  Act  I969  came  into  force  on  25th  August  1969;  this 
Act  made  considerable  changes  in  the  Grant  Schemes  and  was  obviously  an 
effort  to  revive  the  flagging  house  improvement  programme. 

The  14  Council  houses  of  the  1919  type  at  Church  Lane, 
Stibbington  were  altered  to  incorporate  a  bathroom  and  central  heating 
during  the  year.  All  the  pre-war  Council  houses  now  have  a  W,C,,  bath, 
basin  and  hot  and  cold  water. 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  v/ithin  the  district,  and  no 
over-crov;ding  within  the  meaning  of  the  Housing  Acts,

Six  samples  of  water  were  taken  during  the  year  ^nd  were  sent 
for  bacteriological  exaniination.  All  wore  reported  as  satisfactory. 
Satisfactory  chemical  exr.jninations  of  water  from  each  source  were  taken 
by  the  Water  Board  during  the  year.  The  main  vjater  is  ^^^ithin  the  ’’very 
hard”  category  and  is  not  plumbo-solvent. 

The  Fluoride  content  is  low,  being  between  0,11  and  0,1S 
parts  per  million. 

There  are  ho  public  swimming  baths  in  the  district,  but  there 
are  five  shallov/  plastic  lined  beginners  pools  at  Schools  at  Holme, 

Orton  Longueville  (2)  Stilton  and  Yaxley  and  a  larger  conventional  pool 
at  the  Orton  Longueville  School. 

The  Water  Undertaking  ivas  incorporated  into  the  South 
Lincolnshire  Water  Board  as  from  1st  October  1968,  They  supply  the

During  the  year,  all  works  included  in  the  Norman  Gross 
Comprehensive  Water  Scheme  were  completed.  The  scheme  has 
operated  very  well  and  supplies  were  satisfactorily  maintained 
throughout  the  year.  Some  trouble  was  experienced  towards  the 
end  of  the  year  with  failures  of  the  pump  motors  at  FolkvSv/orth 
but  this  lias  been  overcome.  The  increased  pressures  produced 
by  the  commissioning  of  the  pumps  at  Folksworth  caused  several 
mains  bursts  at  Haddon  and  Morborne  and  on  investigation  the  mains 
were  found  to  be  very  badly  graphitised.  Provision  has  been  made 
for  the  relaying  of  535  yards  of  3”  main  at  Korborne  and  170  yards 
of  3"  main  at  Haddon,

The  bulk  of  the  uater  suDolied  to  the  Rural  district 

X  .L 

originates  at  the  three  source  \;orks  at  V/ilsthorpe^  Stton  and 
Tallin gton,  and  copies  of  satisfactory  chemical  analyses  taken 
of  the  uater  from  these  sources  during  the  year  have  been 
supplied.  A  very  small  quantity  is  also  supplied  to  the  North- 
VJest  part  of  the  area  through  a  2"  pipe  under  the  river  at 
1‘Jansford.  This  water  originates  at  Pilsgate  Pumping  Station 
in  Barnack  Rural  District  Council  from  where  it  is  pumped  to  the 
high  level  water  toi/er  at  bittering. 


Samples  of  the  rav;  and  treated  v/aters  from  each  source  of 
supply  were  taken  each  -week  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  in  Peterborough  for  bacteriological  examination.  In  the 
vast  majority  of  cases,  the  results  came  into  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Classification  Glass  1  (Excellent)  and  the  remaining  few  into 
Class  2  (Satisfactory) .

By  the  end  of  1969  drams  from  3234  properties  had  been 
connected  to  the  public  sev/ers  in  Yaxley,  Farcet,  Stilton,  Orton 
Longueville,  Orton  V/aterville,  Elton,  Holme,  Sibson-cum-Stibbington, 
Alwalton  and  Chesterton,  This  satisfactory  figure  is  a  result  of  the 
Council’s  policy  of  gradually  sewering  the  district  and  at  the  same  time 
providing  house  connections, 

25  cesspools  were  abolished  and  properties  connected  to  the 

public  sewer, 

11  pails  were  converted  to  W,Cs, 

10  new  septic  tanks  or  cesspools  were  provided  in  unsewered 
areas  for  12  dwellings. 
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On  Drainage  Contract  No,  9  for  the  sewering  of  Niton,  Holme  and 
Sibson-cum.-Stibbington  minor  items  and  tree  planting  at  sewage  disposal 
works  wore  completed. 

The  Contract  approved  in  1968  for  the  connection  to  se\^r  of  the 
remainder  of  the  house  drains  in  Yaxley,  Farcet,  Stilton  and  the  two 
Ortons,  was  commenced  in  I969  so  that  very  few  houses  in  these  parishes 
will  remain  without  a  sewer  connection.  Those  houses  in  the  Fen  and 
outlying  areas  cannot  be  economically  sewered,  but  are  steadily  being 
provided  with  septic  tanks. 

The  final  inspection  of  Jlrainage  Contract  No,  14  for  the  sewering 
of  Alwalton  and  Chesterton  was  made  in  May  1969,  thus  completing  a 
satisfactory  Contracts 

Permission  to  invite  Tenders  for  the  soil  drainage  scheme  for  the 
village  of  Folksworth  was  rcceived  during  the  year.  The  Consulting 
Engineers  prepared  the  documents,  plans  and  Bills  of  Quantities,  and 
work  should  commence  in  1970.  Gomplotion  of  this  scheme  will  enable 
nuisances  to  be  abated  and  planned  development  to  proceed,  A  short  length 
in  North  Street,  Stilton,  included  in  the  scheme  will  deal  with  a  difficult 
section  that  could  not  be  economically  sewered  in  a  previous  contract. 
Consideration  can  be  given  in  the  future  to  sewering  of  the  few  small 
parishes  now  remaining  to  be  dealt  with;  these  may  be  expensive  and 
require  spreading  over  a  number  of  years,  depending  on  size  and  urgency. 

The  old  sewage  settling  tanks  at  Farcet  novj  only  used  for  surface 
water,  were  made  safer  and  easier  to  maintain  by  filling  in  the  two  main 
settlement  chambers. 

The  Spring  and  Summer  of  1969  did  not  produce  the  heavy  and 
continuous  rains  as  experienced  in  1968  but  there  were  two  occasions  when 
heavy  rains  caused  flooding.  In  March  1969,  roads  were  flooded  at 
Chesterton  and  Stilton,  and  the  River  None  overflowed  into  the  lower 
part  of  Elton;  a  section  of  the  old  brick  culvert  at  Stilton  collapsed 
and  had  to  be  excavated,  cleared  and  rebuilt.  In  May  1969  the  Great 
North  Road  was  floc'ded  in  3  places  near  the  Oundle  Road,  The  problems 
in  connection  with  surface  water  drainage  will  need  continua.1  examination, 
particularly  in  the  larger  villages  where  house  building  on  a  relatively 
large  scale  will  lead  to  run-off  at  a  much  greater  speed  flooding  the 
lower  areas  unless  remedial  works  are  undertaken, 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  weekly  collection  rota  continued  throughout  1969.  There 
was  considerable  sickness  among  the  staff  in  Do  comber,  but  otherwise 
only  m^inor  difficulties,  with  very  few  delays.  An  old  Fore  £ind  Aft 
tipping  vehicle  was  purchased  cheaply  from  a.  neighbouring  authority, 
and  its  use  as  spare  vel.icle  was  the  major  factor  that  enabled 
collections  to  be  kept  up  to  date,  A  new  vehicle  lias  been  ordered, 
for  delivery  in  1970,  to  replace  the  rather  aged  freighter  used  on  the 
No  2  round. 
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A  new  bonus  scheine  lor  all  refuse  collectors,  discussed  in  December 
1960,  was  put  into  operation  in  mrch  1969  and  at  the  same  time  alterations 
were  made  to  the  po.7  week  to  enable  bonus  payriont  to  be  smoothly  dealt  v/ith* 

Collections  of  bulky  refuse  continued  to  be  made  on  Saturday  raoriiings, 
the  freqiioncy  during  1969  boing  3  collections  per  year  per  village,  A  revised 
scheme  is  being  considered,  v/itli  a  viev/  to  making  it  possible  to  collect  items 
of  bulky  domestic  refuse  v/ithin  a  few  weeks  of  a  request  being  received.

but  it  is  obvious  that  we  are  far  from  vjinning  the  War  against  the 
rat,  A  free  issue  of  VJarfarin  bait  has  been  made  to  householders,  and  our 
own  staff  have  stepped  up  the  nujnber  of  treatments  on  Council  properties; 
this  is  not  even  keeping  pace  with  the  problem,  which  clearly  requires  much 
more  skilled  attention,  either  by  direct  labour  or  by  specialist  contractor. 


In  September  1969,  a  house  at  Cross  Street,  Farcet  was  demolished 
by  an  explosion,  apparently  caused  by  leakage  from  a  bottled  gas  container. 
Police  and  Fire  Sem/ices  v/ere  engaged  on  Rescue  operations  and  this  Council’s 
equipment  vras  used  to  clear  rubble  and  make  the  nearb^T-  premises  temporarily
